Lamentations —The compoſition of 
this mournful ſong is alphabetical: it 
has its name from the ſubject matter 
of it, which is lamentation.

the continuance of the captivity. 
There is much in this book which is 
very myſterious. Ezekiel abounds in 
parables, types and myſtical — mma 
tions more than any other of the pro- 
phets: he recounts the heinous pro- 
vocations of me in ſtrong and 
lively colours. His ſtyle is rather 


terrible, as aggravating things in them- 
ſelves monſtrous and odious : and 
there is ſomething in it which ſtrikes 
us with dread and aſtoniſhment. 
Though his reproofs are very ſharp, 
— towards the cloſe of the book, we 

ave very comfortable promiſes to be 
fulfilled in the kingdom of the Meſ- 
ſiah; of whom indeed Ezekiel ſpeaks 
leſs than almoſt any other of the pro- 
phets.

His prophecy is 
wholly the deſtruction of Nineveh ; 
which though it was prevented by the 
preaching of Jonah, yet an increaſe 
of their iniquities made them ripe for 
vengeance about one hundred and 


fifty years afterwards : This the pro- 
phet here paints in ſtrong and lively 
colours, with great ſublimity and 


boldneſs of ſpirit.

When the prophets were ſent to de- 
nounce judgments againſt a nation or 
city, the word was uſually called the 
burden of that nation or city.
